The period between May 17 and July 7, 
1974 will long be remembered by West 
German soccer fans; for during those 52 glo- 
rious days the game’s two most prestigious 
trophies — the World Cup and European Cup, 
found their way to the Federal Republic. 


Six players; Sepp Maier, Franz Beckenbauer, Georg Schwar- 
zenbeck, Paul Breitner, Uli Hoeness and Gerd Mueller, shared in 
both triumphs. 

Injuries have subsequently forced Maier, Schwarzenbeck, 
Hoeness and Muller to retire. Beckenbauer formally ended his 
illustrious career with a glittering testimonial last week. 

Paul Breitner however remains as one of the greatest in- 
fluences in world soccer. 

Although Bayern Munich lost to Aston Villa in the European 
Cup final, West Germany inevitably will be among the front 
runners in the Mundial 

Who then is this Paul Breitner? 

Born in Kolbermoor, he started his career with local amateur 
club SV Kolbermoor before moving to the equally obscure ESV 
Freilassig. At 18 years, the permitted age for players to sign pro- 
fessional forms in West Germany, he joined Bayern Munich. 

For the next six seasons, Breitner was to win at least one major 
honor per campaign. 

Maier, Beckenbauer and Mueller already had been ordained as 
superstars when the youth from Kolbermoor joined the Bayern 
payroll. The supporting cast was mediocre though and Borussia 
Moenchengladbach ruled the domestic roost, while Ajax Amster- 
dam mastered Europe. 

Yogoslav coach Branko Zebec was in the process of introducing 
talented youngsters to supplement the Maier — Beckenbauer — 
Mueller axis. Breitner was to prove one of his most spectacular 
and immediate successes. . 

The 1971 West German Cup gave the teenager his first winners’ 
medal, but was merely the springboard for greater triumphs. 

During the following season Bayern broke Borussia’s stran- 
glehold on the ‘“‘Bundesliga’’, while its young cultured left back 
earned a place in the national team. 

Breitner quickly fitted into one of the most brilliant co- 
mbinations in post-war international football. 

West Germany produced such breathtakingly immaculate 
soccer during the 1972 European Championship that many experts 
insist that they rate alongside even the great Hungarian and 
Brazilian sides of the past. 

Displaying the ultimate in ‘‘total football'’, with each member 
proficient in a variety of roles, the Germans were irresistible. 

Breitner, ever reliable in the tackle, moved up the left flank; 
eagerly probing for openings. 

On the way to the championship the Germans swept aside Eng- 
land 3-1 at Wembley and, in a classic display, humbled USSR 3-0 
in the final. 

Six members of the side were from Bayern, which was now the 
dominant force on the home front as it claimed three successive 
league championships 

Ajax Amsterdam, inspired by the superb Johan Cruyff, retain- 
ed a vice-like grip on the European Cup though. A 5-2 defeat of the 
Bavarians in the 1972-73 quarter finals confirmed Ajax's superior- 


ity. 

Cruyff’s transfer to Barcelona signalled the end of Ajax’s 
reign. Bayern was regarded as the natural successor, but it had to 
work hard before claiming the crown. 

Swedish part-timers Atvidaberg were subdued only after a 
series of penalty kick deciders in the first round. During the next 
stage Dynamo Dresden lost by the odd goal in 13. 

In the final Bayern had to rely upon an equaliser with the last

Australian coach Les Scheinflug is on a four-week 
overseas tour which he hopes will culminate in Australia 
reaching the finals of the World Youth Championships 
next year.

Scheinflug will be seeking the latest techniques In coaching to 
being back to Australia, and will be particularly interested in the

He announced a squad of 24 after the National Youth Titles in 
Canberra recently, and has arranged for the next training camp to 
be held in Sydney at the end of June. 

This means Scheinflug is likely to miss the World Cup final in 
order to be back in Sydney for the training sessions. 

The top European teams will qualify for the Mexico Youth 
finals next year, and Scheinflug will be able to watch and analyse 
their leading players and tactics. 

Australia is drawn to meet Papua New Guinea, New Zealand 
and Fiji at Port Moresby in December, with the winner taking 
part in a further qualifying round in the Americas to make the 


final sixteen in Mexico.

Breitner — the world’s 
best in midfield?

kick of the match to thwart Athletic Madrid. Demorallised, the 
Spaniards succumbed 4 - 6 in the replay just two days later. 

The Munich club still supplied the backbone of the West 
German team which contested the 1974 World Cup on home soil. 

Unfortunately the hosts were unable to repeat the exhilarating 
displays of two years earlier. They struggled in their opening 
game with a stuborn Chile and it was Breitner, with an explosive 
shot from 30 yards, who produced the solitary score. 

A 3-0 win over Australia was followed by an humiliating loss to 
bitter rival East Germany. But they had done sufficient to qualify 
for the second stage. 

Another Breitner goal clinched victory over Yugoslavia. This 
was followed by wins over Sweden and Poland, enabling West 
Germany to head its pool. However the Germans exhibited less 
than stimulating form. 

In contrast Holland, which headed the other section, displayed 
sparkling, flowing football and it was the Dutch who went into the 
fina] as favorites. 

Within a minute the Dutch opened the scoring, only for their 
opponents to show fighting qualities; snatching the initiative. 

Int he 25th minute West Germany was awarded a penalty. 
Breitner was elected to take it. 

Cooly he slotted the ball past goalkeeper Jan Jongbloed. That 
transpired to be the game's turning point. Gerd Mueller poached 
a second goal just before half time. 

Hard though they pressed in the second period, the Dutch were 
unable to breach a solid German rearguard in which Breitner, 
composed and resolute, was outstanding. 

At 22 years of age he stood at the top of his profession. Off the 
field though, problems simmered. 

Breitner is a zealous Marxist and his politics often led to con- 
flicts with teammates, particularly captain Franz Beckenbaver, 
who already had acquired a number of business interests. 

A move away from Munich appeared likely. The eventual des- 
tination was a shock though. 

Spain, where General Franco’s sequme still maintained an iron 

p, seemed an improbable choice. But it was here that Breitner 
decided his future lay and he joined Real Madrid after Bayern 
received a $840,000 transfer fee. 

The explanation was that the huge salary Real offered would 
enable Breitner to fulfill his life’s ambition: to open a school for 
handicapped children. Also the slower pace of life in Spain attrac- 
ted him. 

Initially the German thrived in Madrid. The astute Miljan Mil- 
janic switched him to midfield, where he operated in harness with 
compatriot Guenther Netzer; another hero of the 1972 European 
Championship campaign. 

Prior to Breitner's arrival, real had experienced its worst 
season for 23 years, finishing eighth in the Spanish League. 

With their two Germans in devastating form though, they were 
unstoppable during the 1974-75 term, winning both league and cup. 

Despite being a thousand miles away from his home country, 
Breitner continued to wrangle with West German federation au- 
thorities, whom he regarded as a prime example of the ruling 
bourgeoisie. 

After learning through the newspapers that he had been 
éropped for an international with Bulgaria, the former Bayern 
star declared that he would never represent Germany again. 

Able to concetnrate fully on club soccer, Breitner helped Real 
gain yet another league title but then everything went suddenly 


awry. 

The 1976-77 season was the worst in three decades, with Madrid 
failing to qualify for European competition for the first time in 
history. The fact that local antagonist Athletico Madrid finished 
as champion was the final blow. j 

Atrocious results, bickering in both board and dressing rooms, 
the bitterness of Real supporters and a hate campaign directed 
against coach Miljanjic — a close personal friend — combined to 
make that season a nightmare for Breitner. ; 

The writing was on the wall long before Eintracht Braunsch- 
weig, a relatively modest Bundesliga club, moved in to aquire the 
ex-international for $560,000 

Back in his homeland, Breitner immediately demonstrated 
that he was still a world class performer, despite the fact that his 
new club was situated in the lower half of the table. 

Among a host of club which enquired about tragsfer possi- 
bilities was Bayern Munich. After less than a year at Braunsch- 
weig Breitner returned to Bavaria, the fee being $874,000. 

It was a vastly different set-up to the one he had left four years 
earlier. Gone was former adversary Beckenbauer, along with the 
majority of the old guard 

The club was in the midst of a transitional period. Only goal 
difference separated it from Braunschweig in the ladder. 

The emergence of Karl-Heinz Rummenigge, a fast, but clumsy 
winger when Breitner left Munich, and his own scintillating. 
form hastened Bayern’s revival. 

West German championship successes in 1980 and 1981 con- 
firmed Bayern's return to a position among the elite of world club 
soccer 

The call for Breitner to change his mind about donning the 
white jersey of Germany again grew into a tumult. In March of 
last year he relented and made his first international appearance 
in five and a half years, helping the West Germans overcome 
Austria in a vital World Cup qualifying game. 

This belated act of patriotism probably clinched the 1981 West 
German Footballer of the Year poll in which Breitner gained 435 
of the 821 votes at stake. 

However he had to be content with second place in the Eu- 
ropean version, finishing 42 votes behind Rummenigge. 

Vision, accelaration, distribution and purposeful ball-c ng 
are the main attributes of a player who seems assured of a place 
among the all-time greats of German football.

Diego Maradona 
makes his much- 
trumpeted World 
Cup debut after a

‘to Barcelona, know- 
ing he has nothing to 
lose but his reputa- 
tion as a genius. 

The stocky Argentine pro- 
digy is expected to mesmerise 
opponents and delight specta- 
tors of all nationalities with 


his breathtaking dribbling and 
uncanny close control. 


But Maradona knows that 
although the opening match of 
the finals against Belgium in 
Barcelona on Sunday will be 
his first World Cup game of 
any description, he can expect 
an uncompromising welcome. 


At 21 he is a marked man 
and if those given the job of 


containing him resort of the 
kind of tackling that brought 
so painful an end to Pele’s 
World Cup in 1966, the young 
Argentine may never be the 
same player again. 


Maradona, who stands only 
1.65 metres (five feet five in- 
ches), did not take part in his 
country’s triumph in the 1978 
finals because manager Cesar 
Menotti felt he was too young 
to be thrown into the pressure- 
cooker atmosphere of the 
World Cup. 


Menotti’s relationship with 
Maradona has not always been 
harmonious. But he is gener- 
ous in his praise of the young 
man, who has bkeen voted 
South American player of the 
year for the past three years. 


Menotti has called him the 
best player in the world. “He 
does things no other footballer 
would attempt . . . at 21 years 
old he is a miracle.”’ 






Miljan masterminded 


success at Real 


Madrid, 


Red Star 


Miljan Miljanic remains one of the most popular man- 


agers in the world game. 


His past — linked with the successes of the 
famous, Red Star Belgrade and Real Madrid 
— his aura of a citizen of the world, and his 
reputation as a hard-working, down-to-earth 
disciplianrian, have earned offers from 
almost every country. 


His working knowledge of half a dozen lan- 
guages clearly gives him special advantages 
and underlines the basic intelligence of the 
man in a game whose personalities are not 
always renowned for their intellectual gifts. 


Born in Montenegro, Yugoslavia, on May 4 
1930, Miljanic was for almost 30 years in- 
separably linked with Red Star Belgrade, join- 
ing soon after the club's foundation in 1945 and 
staying 28 years, much of the time as a first- 
team left half, then on the coaching staff. 


Though Miljanic played mored than 400 
games with Red Star he was in and out of the 
first team and it was after missing a vital pen- 
alty in one of his last games that he decided to 
call it a day and concentrate on coaching. 


Always looking for more challenges he 
readily accepted a call to join the manage- 
ment committee of the national team. Then, 
in 1973, he took on — in addition to his Red 
Star job — the dual role of full national team 
chief for the World Cup. 


It was during the qualifying group for the 
1974 Finals in West Germany that Miljanic 
was ‘discovered’ by Spanish football . . . 
though it was ironic that the Slavs reached the 
finals by virtue of a 1-0-play-off victory over 
Spain in Frankfurt. 


But for Miljanic the Word Cup was just a 
Stepping stone on the way back to Spain where 
he was engaged by Real Madrid at $150,000 a 
year — with instant success. 


In his first season they won the league and 
cup double and the championship again in 
1976. But Miljanic was never quite accepted in 
Madrid. His tough training schedules, organ- 
ised with Srecko Radisic, his one-time Red 
Star aide, upset a number of players and was 
unreasonably blamed by fans for a prolonged 
injury crisis which hit Madrid in 1976-77. 


His flirtation with Arsenal brought an im- 
proved contract with Madrid, but after defeat

in the opening game of the 1Y7/-78 season at 
Salamanca, Miljanic abruptly departed. 


He was pursued by Southampton in Septem- 
ber and Chelsea in October. He might have 
thought seriously about them had events in 
Yugoslavia not taken a surprise turn. 


Eliminated from the 1978 World Cup in the 
qualifiers, the federation had appointed a new 
manager. Branko Lustica. In October how- 
ever Lustica fell ill and resigned and with the 
need to put together a European championship 
side now a matter of concern the federation 
invited applications from would-be-succes- 
sors. 


Miljanic was the choice. 


In the autumn of 1979, with Spain in com- 
mand of the European group, Miljanic grew 
depressed at the lack of support he was re- 
ceiving from his own federation. Injuries they 
could not help, but the steady flow of top 
players abroad — particularly now that Eng- 
land had opened up a new market — and gov- 
ernment authorities’ refusal to bend an inch of 
national service demands were problems 
which might have been tackled with more res- 
olution. 


“We are our own worst enemies,’’ Miljanic 
complained. ‘“‘Every few months it’s as if I 
have to build a completely new team. How can 
we achieve anything in such circumstances?”’ 


He's disappointed at a levelling down of 
standards in the world game but while he 
maintains his insistence on developing players 
“who are skilful, experienced to withstand 
pressures and can think for themselves,’’ 
standards in Yugoslavia won't fall. 


And Miljanic might, on the quiet, take a 
great deal of pleasure in the success of Paul 
Breitner as midfield general of the revived 
Bayern Munich. 


For it was Miljanic who first decided that 
the precocious young World Cup-winning left 
back of 1974 with West Germany, might devel- 
op much further if switched into midfield. Mil- 
janic told Real Madrid then to sign him and it 
was the Breitner-Netzer midfield link on 
which his Spanish success was built. 


It's that sort of football eye which has 
earned Miljanic his reputation.

fifth child of eight in Villa 
Fiorito, a Buenos Aires shanty 
town, and has never neglected 
his family’s welfare. 

“Tf my parents asked me to 
give them heaven and earth, 
and I could, that still wouldn't 
bwe enough to repay them for 
the sacrifices they made,”’ he 
says. 

Maradona’s meteoric rise is 
a classic rags-to-riches tale. 
His lucky break came at the 
tender age of nine when he was 
spotted by coach Francisco 
Cornejo and recruited for the 
junior team Los Cebolitas 
(little onions). 

He did not have long to wait 
before Buenos Aires giant 
River Plate made a bid for 
him. But Cornejo refused the 
offer. 

Maradona stayed with Los 
Cebollitas and graduated to its 
senior side Argentinos Juniors 
in 1973, despite fears that his 
lack of height would be a 
serious drawback. 

He exploded on to the inter- 
national scene in 1979 when he 
starred in the World Yough 
Cup in Tokyo, scoring in Ar- 
gentina’s 31 defeat of the 
Soviet Union in the final. 

He was soon causing a stir 
at full international level and 
during Argentina’s 1980 Eu- 
ropean tour his bali control, 
speed, vision and precision 
passing were a revelation. 

As his fame spread, offers 
began to flood in to Argentinos 
Juniors for the wonder-boy 
who was dubbed “the new Pe- 
le’’. But attempts to lure him 
abroad caused an uproar and 
“keep Maradona in Argenti- 
na’ campaigns were launched. 
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The pressures on Maradona 
as the World Cup approaches 
have already surfaced. 


Last year he was excluded 
froin the Argentine national 
team for two friendly inter- 
nationals after refusing to turn 
up for training. 


He was quoted in a local Ar- 
gentine newspaper as saying 
that some journalists inter- 
fered with his private life, that 
he wanted to stop playing and 
that he was fed up with foot- 
ball. 


But his appetite for the 
game was apparently returned 
n light of his impending trans- 
fer to Barcelona. 


Domingo Tesone, president 
of Argentinos Juniors, says the 
deal was clinched with repre- 
sentatives of Barcelona in 
Buenos Aires. 


He added the contract would 
be confirmed once Argentinos 
Juniors received an initial 
down-payment of $1.9 million. 
The remainder would be paid 
in instalments over a four-year 
period. 


The first announcement of 
21-year-old Maradona’s move 
to Barcelona was made two 
weeks ago but the transfer was 
held up when the parties in- 
volved refused to meet la- 
wyer's fees of $470,000. 


It now has been agreed that 
lawyers will receive $301,000 
to be paid equally by Argen- 
tinos Juniors, Boca Juniors, 
for whom Maradona has been 
playing on loan for the past 
few months, Maradona him- 
self and Barcelona.

Zico: 360 
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at the height of his powers — 
darling of the terraces, in- 
spiration to his teammates, 
scorer of impossible goals, 
match-winner supreme. 

But Zico is not just another 
soccer legend. 

He never seems to tire of au- 
tographing footballs for an 
ever-present band of adoring 
young fans, of being photo- 
graphed with their fathers or 
kissed by their mothers. 

He is known as an ex- 
emplary family man rather 
than_a frequenter of exclusive 
nightclubs. 

He is always the last to stop 
training. He does not smoke 
and drinks only socially. He 
lives for football, Flamengo 
and the Brazilian national 
side. 

“You have to know how to 
take it all tranquilly, to keep 
your head,”’ said Zico on his 
way to the dressing room after 
training. 

The few steps from the pitch 
to the tunnel are an obstacle 
course for Zico — local journa- 
lists quiz him about Flame- 
ngo’s next match, a magazine 
writer wants his opinion on 
sex, Italian newsmen want a 
feature, a posse of small boys 
seek autographs, while a 
photographer wants him in 
several different shirts, clean 
boots and socks, even doing a 
bicycle kick. 

Zico remains patient in the 
hot Brazilian sun, Unfailingly 
modest, he firmly rejects all 
comparisons with Pele or 
Bi Maradona. 

Like his young Argentine 
rival for the crown of the 
World’s number one foot- 
baller, Zico is an attacking 
midfielder with over 560 goals, 
53 for Brazil, in his career. 

In the past 12 months he has 
scored three against Bolivia, 
one against Venezuela, a 
superb effort against England 
at Wembley, one against 
France and four against the 
Irish League. 

Some come from the penalty 
spot, some from free-kicks 
cunningly bent round the de- 
fensive wall but most come 
from his lightning speed of 
thought and reaction. 

Liverpool trio Alan Hansen, 
Graeme Souness and Kenny 
Dalglish know what to expect 
when Scotland meets Brazil in 
group six of the World Cup 
finals. 

All three had a close-up view 
of the Zico magic when Fla- 
mengo thrashed Liverpool 3-0 
inthe World Cup 
championship in Tokyo last 
December.

The surprise sacking of 
Karl Stotz after he steer- 
ed the Austrians through 
their qualifying group was 
intended to pave the way 
for the return of Ernst 
Happel — the Austrian 
manager who guided Hol- 
land to the 1978 World 
Cup Final. 

But Austria’s Group Two op- 
ponent West Germany exerted 
pressure on the current Ham- 
burger SV boss, and he finally 
had to step down. 

Austria’s 1978 boss, Helmut 
Senekowitsch, had been ruled 
out for ‘political’ reasons and 
finally, just four months 
before the World Cup kick-off, 
Georg Schmidt was hurriedly 
promoted to the top spot on the 
trainers’ bench after more 
than a decade as the number 
two. 

Oddly, 55-year-old Schmidt 
is reported to have never 
played professional football, 
and never to have managed a 
club side. 
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He's dedicated his career to 
theory rather than practice, as 
a ‘professor’ of football at the 
Austrian coaching school.

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KEY TO 
FRENCH 
HOPES

France has one of 
the longest traditions 
of any nation in inter- 
national soccer. 


Although its national FA 
was only formed in 1919, the 
French — together with Bel- 
gium, Denmark, Spain, 
Sweden and Switzerland — 
were one of the founders of 
FIFA a decade and a half earl- 
ier. Of FIFA's seven presi- 
dents to date, the first (Robert 
Guerin) and the third (Jules 
Rimet) were Frenchmen, with 
the latter holding that position 
for no less than 33 years, until 
1954! In fact, the first World 
Cup — now held by three times 
winner Brazil in perpetuity — 
was named after Rimet. 

France has hosted a World 
Cup final, European Nations’ 
Cup final (forerunner to the 
European Championship), in- 
itiated the European 
Champions’ Cup and many 
other major innovations, but 
still, soccer does not have the 
same prominence as, say, in 
Spain or Italy. Its 1.2 million 
registered players, out of a 
population of 52 million, is, 
percapita, also below that of

If the 26-year-old St Etienne 
midfielder is in form, France 
has the potential to beat 
almost any team in the world. 
He is not just the man who dic- 
tates tactics on the field, he is 
a player of brilliant technical 
ability and is also a deadly 
marksman, as his five goals — 
25 percent of the total — in the 
qualifying games attest. 

Most of the 1978 squad is 
Still around, only goalie Bara- 
telli’s return at the age of 34, is 
a major surprise, having been 
out of the squad since 1977. 
Tresor and Lopez are the 
mainstays of an experienced 
defensive formation, with 
Janvion another certain se- 
lection.

FRANK GRAY (Leeds United), 
27 yrs, 22 caps. Gray has made the 
left back’s jersey his own In recent 
seasons. He joined Leeds United in 
1972 and eight years later moved to 
Nottingham Forest, with whom he 
spent two seasons before returning 
to Yorkshire. His transfer fees 
totalled $1,680,000. A fine tackler, 
who plays the bail out of defence 
constructively, Gray has won both 
European Cup winners’ and runners 
up medals, Brother Eddie is also a 
Scottish international.

Forest and Everton. A bustting, 
non-stop midfield general, Hartford 
will probably, at the age of 31, bow 
out of International soccer In Spaln.

JOCK STEIN (Manager): Stein's 
playing days started with Albion 
Rovers in 1948, but a move to Welsh 
Leagve club Llanelli threatened to 
plunge him into permanent 
ty. During an Injury crisis at Celtic 
however his name was recalled and 
he returned to Scotland; com- 
mencing a 25 year connection with 
the Parkhead club. Captain of the 
side which completed a league cup 
double in 1954, he had to re pre- 
maturely through an ankle Injury. 
After five years on Celtle’s playin 
staff, Stein became manager 0 
Dunfermline Athletic and within 
twelve months the little File club 
had won the Scottish Cup — defeat- 
ing Celtic in the final! A brief spell 
with Hibernian followed before 
“Big Jock” returned to Celtic and 
the legend commenced. Nine con- 
secutive Scottish League 
Championship successes, plus the 
epic European Cup triumph of 1987 
and a host of domestic cup victories 
were galned during one of the most 
remarkable chapters In British 
soccer history. After surviving a 


near fatal car crash in 1975, Stein 
moved to Leeds United, but was 
only there for a month before taking 
up the reigns with Scotland. Now he 
faces the greatest challenge of a re- 
markable managerial career.

Wil the South Americans 


play a leading part in tho 
World Cup? 


We saw the Brazilians in 
Europe a few months ago, 
and they created a very fa- 
vourable impression. They 
certainly have a strong team, 
better than their 1978 com- 
bination. Argentina are not at 
their best yet, but they will im- 
prove. Maradona is a consid- 
erable plus, but he is not the 
finished article yet. 


Football is losing its popu- 
larity as a spectator sport — 
what are the reasons? 


It is up to the players and 
the coaches to bring about 
changes. The game must be 
more interesting to watch than 
itis now. Fans are not going to 
pay good money to witness 
tactical “‘chess-matches"’ be- 
tween two sets of faceless rob- 
ots. We must have person- 
alities, excitement, goalmouth 
incidents. if necessary, the 
laws of the game must be 
changed. The off-side rule 
could be altered, with the pitch 
divided into three equal parts 
and off-side only applicable in 
the opponents’ third of the 
field. Instead of the throw-in, 
we could have “kick-ins’! 1 
would go so far as to advocate 
the introduction of 10-men 
teams, so that the players 
would have more room in 
which to create goal-scoring 
chances. I know that none of 
these reforms are new, but 
people always talk about 
them, and nothing ever hap- 


pens. 


How do you see the future 
of the game? 


We must have changes! We 
must improve football as an 
entertainment, otherwise the 
world-wide decline in attend- 
ances will continue. We must 
progress, our attitudes must 
change. Forget about results 
and play open, attacking foot+ 
ball — should be our motto. I 
know that changes cannot be 
instituted overnight, but they 
must come. However, I must 
confess I am not an optimist, I 
do not expect miracles. The 
World Cup Finals are very im- 
portant, in front of the watch- 
ing millions, the game must 
regain its appeal and popu- 
larity!

Traditionally Soviet 
national sides are dull, 
unimaginative and sterso- 
typed. Generally results 
have been equally dreary, 
for despite having almost 
four and a half million reg- 
istered soccer playors to 
call upon, their overall 
international record is 
unimpressive. 


Never have they been con- 
sidered as potential World Cup 
winners. Never, that is, until 
now. 

Suddenly Russia is being 
universally proclaimed as the 
tournament’s dark horse fol- 
lowing its stupendous form of 
the past year. 

The Soviets appear to be 
powerful in all departments, 
but it is to lethal striker-cum- 
left-winger Oleg Blokhin that 
they will be looking for the 
spark of genius to inspire a 
triumph in Spain. 

Born in Kiev on October 5, 
1952, Blokhin always was des- 
tined for a sporting career. His 
mother was one of Russia’s 
top athletes, gaining national 
titles in the 100 metres hur- 
dies, while his father was a 
useful footballer and is now 
employed by the Ukrainian 
federation as a coach and tech- 
nical advisor. 

At first it appeared that 
young Oleg would step into his 
mother’s spiked shoes. When 
first entering Dynamo Kiev’s 
School of Sport as a 15-year- 
old, he trained as a sprinter 
alongside Valeri Borzov. Blok- 
hin soon switched to soccer, 
whilst Borzov went on to claim 
two gold medals in the 1972 
Munich Olympic Games. 

It was in the Olympiad that 
Blokhin too announced his 
presence to the world, scoring 
six goals for a team which 
shared third place. This im- 
mediately upon graduating 
from the Soviet youth side! 

That same year he was the 
domestic league’s top roalsco- 
rer and Footballer of the Year, 
a double to be repeated in the 
following season. 

On the international scene 
Blokhin gained little further 
attention until Dynamo Kiev’s 
European Cup Winners’ Cup 
success of 1975 thrust him into 
the sporting headlines. 

“The Ukrainian Gazelle’ 
was frresistible during that 
campaign, scoring four goals 
on the way to a final in which 
he demolished Ferencvaros 
with a masterful display and 
netted twice during a 3-0 win. 

This enabled Kiev to. chal- 
lenge Champions’ Cup holder 
Bayern Munich for the Super 
Cup. The Russians won 3-0 and 
Blokhin grabbed all three! 

When Europe’s leading 
soccer journalists were called 
upon to name the Continent’s 
“Footballer of the Year’’ 
there was little doubt who 
their choice would be. Dyna- 
mo’s hero finished 80 votes 
clear of second placed Franz 
Beckenbauer. 


The Kiev club now was 


being chosen en bloc for Rus- 
sia’s national team. As a result 
no fewer than 85 appearances 
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Grzegorz Lato 
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Glen Dods of Adelaide City 


were made during a 12-month 
period. 

Life for Blokhin and his Kiev 
— USSR travelling circus 
teammates was an endless 
succession of unfamiliar air- 
ports and dressing rooms. 
Away from their families for 
months on end, it was little 
wonder that their form 
became jaded. 

Such was the decline that 
the man who gained 122 votes 
in the quest to find 1975's top 
European player attracted 
just three in the next poll. 

Blokhin was further hin- 
dered by Soviet mistrust of 
“‘superstars” and the inability 
of his coaches to adequately 
harness the skills of their nat- 
ural matehwinner-

lt was four years before he 
regained his old confidence 
and enthusiasm. Coached by 
the sympathetic Konstantin 
Beskov, aided and abetted in 
attack by the superb Ramaz 
Shengelia, another striker of 
excellent quality, he enjoyed a 
fruitful World Cup qualifying 
series, scoring six goals, most 
of them spectacular efforts. 

His return to peak form was 
confirmed by selection for the 
World XI ina UNICEF benefit 
game 

Blokhin possesses abundant 
ball skills and a stunning shot, 
particularly with his left foot 
but speed remains his greatest 
asset, being able to clock 10.8 
seconds for the 100 metres. 

Already holding the Soviet 
records for most goals in 
league soccer and inter- 
nationals, he obviously has a 
lot more goals up his sleeve. 

Nominally a left winger, 
Blokhin drifts into threatening 
positions at will and presents a 
potential nightmare to Adel- 
aide City Juventus full back 
Glenn Dods, who probably will 
be asked to directly mark him 
in Malaga. 

After the World Cup the 
Russian superstar would like 
to join a club in the West and 
cities Real Madrid, New York 
Cosmos and Liverpool as his , 
favored potential destinations. 
The Russian federation though 
remains lukewarm on the 
idea, particularly as it would 
mean that not one, but two of 
the country’s sporting heroes 
would be in exile. 

Blokhin recently married 
world champion gymnast Irina 
Deryugina. Perhaps these two 
athletics will produce another 
international sports person- 
ality in the family tradition. 


Lato poised to 
beat Deyna 
and Lubanski 


Poland’s most important figure is Grzgorz 
Lato the 1974 World Cup’s top scorer with 


seven goals. 


He has been converted from a striker to midfielder and has 
become the schemer of the national side. 


Now 31, and with Lokeren in Belgium, Lato is particularly belp- 
ful to the younger members of the squad, like Matysik (9), Skro- 
bowski (20) and Iwan (22) as well as to the new star Smolarek 


(24). 


Lato is also about to break two Polish records currently held by 
the two men’ Deyna (102 internationals) and Lubanski (50 inter- 


national goals). 


In Leipzig last October, Lato, who has scored 44 goals, played 


in his 95th international. 


In the World Cup in Spain he can break both records and 
become the number one hero of Polish football.

England pushes for new rules 


England has remin- 
ded all of those in- 
volved in profes- 
sional soccer that en- 
tertainment is the 
name of the game. 


English proposals to reform 
some of the rules are made to 
increase the entertainment 
value of soccer. 

The three men on the rules 
reform committee, Sir Matt 
Busby, Jimmy Hill and Bobby 
Charlton, all have been advo- 
cates of entertaining soccer. 

Chariton performed that 
way, as a player, Sir Matt pro- 
duced exciting entertaining 
teams at Manchester United, 
and Hill has sought enter- 
tainment continually as a club 


manager, administrator and 
public figure. 
Hill, particularly, has 


sought to outlaw the cynical 
professional foul which so 
often can rob a team of a goal 
and the spectators of the thrill 
such a goal can bring. 


Hill constantly has sought 
ways to increase the chances 
of goals being scored. 


It was this proposition last 
year which led to the adoption 
by the English Football 
League that away teams be 
granted three points for a win. 


Another one of Hill's pet 
hates has been the back pass to 
the goalkeeper which his com- 
mittee now also proposes to 
penalise by awarding a free-

kick from where the back pass 
was made. 

This, plus the proposition 
that a penalty be awarded for 
@ professional foul on an at- 
tacker approaching goal, ob- 
viously would deter both the 
cynical foul and the time-was- 
ting back pass 

It also would tend to produce 
more free kicks close to goal 
and more penalties 

The proposal that there be 
no offsides from any goal kick 
by the goalkeeper would effect 
the game by causing goalkee- 
pers to abandon the thrown 
ball which produces the com- 
posed build-ups which Eu- 
ropean countries like. 

Instead you would get the 
punt down field to pockets of 
players grouped like Aussie 
Rules players close to goal. 

I do not favour that change. 

The English Football Lea- 
gue, of course, has to have 
these proposed changes rat- 
ified, first by the FIFA and 
then by the English Football 
Association which runs soccer 
in England 

However, as important as 
the proposed changes are in 
themselves, their significance 


is wider for the game as a 
whole 

They signify the dire need to 
bring more entertainment 
value back to soccer. 


Stopping opponents from 
playing soccer well is far 
easier than playing well your- 
self. 

This is the case whether you 
stop people from playing with 
continual back passing in the 
back four or to the goalkeeper, 
putting a massed defence 
around your goal, or playing 
violently with cynical tackling. 


There always will be 
winners and losers and the 
winners always will tend to 
draw better crowds than the 
losers, but it is how the game 
is played within that scenario 
that counts. 

Tt can be played within an 
atmosphere of creativity and 
excitement or within one of 
caution and fear — fear of the 
sack, fear of relegation. 


Coaches aiways will be 
sacked, teams will be relega- 
ted, whether we play exciting, 
entertaining soccer or not. 

Some have to win, some 
have to lose. 


But the difference is the 
spectators will get much more 
entertainment value while 
watching the season’s dramas 
unfold. ; 

I have stated previously in 
these columns the very 
obvious fact that spectators 
are deserting soccer through- 
out the developed world. 

The reasons for this are as 
varied as the numerous 
options open to people today to 
spend their free time and free 
dollars. 3 

The only way to retain 
today's soccer supporter and 
keep him coming back is to 
give him entertainment, ex- 
citement and other emotional 
satisfaction which winning 
alone no longer can provide. 


It was 1966 when Sir Alf 
Ramsey, coach of England, 
said: ‘‘the entertaining is in 
the winning” 


That was 16 years ago. 


The developed world has 
changed greatly in that time 
and will continue to exercise 
more discretion when choosing 
how it will seek family enter- 
tainment. 


Soccer administrators, 
coaches, players and all those 
involved in the game profes- 
sionally will ignore these 
changed social attitudes at 
their peril.

I would like club coaches to send boys who they genuinely con- 

~ Sider to be good enough for selection. 

The qualifying birth date for the 1985 World Youth Cup is on or 

after August 1 1965 and this date will be the date for the 1983 


Australian National Youth Titles. 


Therefore some boys whose birth date is between 1-8-65 and 
1-1-66 will not qualify for the 1982 Under 16 titles but will qualify 


for the 1983 youth titles.

If you don’t like a style of 
play, go out and beat it. If you 
can’t, then that style must be 
superior to your own. There’s 
no point whinging. 

I’ve had just about as much 
as I can take of all this talk 
about attacking and defensive 
soccer, 

People who rave on about it 
don’t know what they’re talk- 
ing about. 

You attack when you can 
and you defend when you have 
to. Results is what it’s all 
about, and in the final analy- 
sis, you play the way you are 
able to, depending on the op- 
position. 

So-called ‘‘attractive,’ en- 
tertaining soccer’’ won’t 
double your gates if you don’t 
win. Winning is what it’s all 
about, In that regard, Tommy 
Docherty must be con- 
gratulated. He has Hellas win- 
ning games. 

So too have Alan Vest at 
West Adelaide and Frank Arok 
at St George. And I haven't 
heard them criticising other 
teams.

The affable Zemunik is the 
man Croatia has used for 
years to plug the gaps left by 
coaches who either were 
pushed off the precipice or 
were driven so close to the 
edge that they had little choice 
but to jump.

-wasn't happy with Zoff's strip. 
He ordered him back into the 
dressing room just seconds 
before the kick-off. ; 

To Zoff’s dismay Udinese 
didn't have another goalkee- 
per’s jersey. In stepped Ju- 
ventus keeper Gaspari. He lent 
Zoff the famous Juve strip 
with its gold star and insignia 
awarded for Juve'’s league 
championship win the previous 
season. 

To complete this almost 
supernatural twist Zoff was 
absolutely outstanding in goal 
that day. He denied Juve time 
and time again and Udinese 
ran out an upset victor to the 
tune of 3-2. 

Zoff and the world didn’t 





know it at the time but the 
amazing keeper was destined 
to wear the gold star and in- 
signia for Juventus on six oc- 
casions in nine years. - 

He also has a UEFA Cup 
Winners’ medal to his credit, 
won when Juventus defeated 
Bilbao on the away goals rule 
in the 1977 final. 

Zoff holds an international 
unbeaten record of 1,143 
minutes with a blank sheet. 
ae was achieved in 1973 and 

In the Italian league he 
holds a similar record, this 
time a mere 903 minutes. 

Zoff has been blessed with 
good fortune in avoiding in- 
jury. His record now stands at 
over 1000 appearances in- 
volving league, cup, European, 
international, representative 
and friendly games. 

His hero is Russian legend 
Lev Yashin. Zoff never tires of 
reminding people that Yashin 
went on until he was over 40. 

That means that we can 
expect to see Zoff around for a 
few more years yet.

When Hellas-Hakoah’s new signing Eddie Gray, lines 
up against Juventus at Middle Park on Sunday he can be 
accused for feeling rather disappointed with the surroun- 
dings and the atmosphere. 


Sunday's clash will be a far 
cry from playing in front of 
75,000 seréaming fans encir- 
cling the hailowed green 
sprawl of Hampden Park in 
Glasgow. 


That was the scene for the 
1980 Scottish Junior Cup Final 
in which Gray played on the 
left wing for Ballieston against 
Benburb. The first match was 
a 2-2 draw, with Gray grabbing 
one of Ballieston’s goals. The 
replay went Ballieston’s way, 
1-0. 


However the talented 22 
year-old Scot was a notable ab- 
sentee from this year’s final at 
Ibrox Park between Ballieston 
and Blantyre Vics. 

Ballieston won its way into 
this year’s final by downing 
Bonnyrigg 2-0 in the semi- 
finals. Gray had an out- 
Standing game, laying on the 
cross balls which led to goals 
from Jim Ross, ex-Airdrie, 
and Billy Paterson. 

Gray's competitive career 
started with East Kilbride 
Amateurs where Rangers’ 
scouts spotted him and invited 
him to Ibrox for a two week 
trial. 

Kilmarnock also had been 
keeping tabs on the promising 
youngster. At the end of his 
stint with Rangers, Gray went 
to Kilmarnock and did well in 
trial matches against St. 
Mirren and Dumbarton, scor- 
ing against St. Mirren. 

Former Glasgow Celtic star 
Willie Fearnie was Kilmar- 
nock manager and had no he- 
sitation in signing the talented 
16 year old. 

Kilmarnock’s players are 
part time professionals. That 
suited Gary fine. He could 
combine his job as a quality 
control inspector of an elec- 
trical firm with his football. 

About a year after he 
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signed, Kilmarnock sacked 
Fearnie and Dave Sneddon 
took over. Gray and Sneddon 
didn't see eye-to-eye. 

The youngster chalked up 
only six first team appear- 
ances during his three years 
with the club before asking 
and getting a free transfer 
from Sneddon and joining Bal- 
lieston. 

Gray and his wife decided 
late last year to come to Aust- 
ralia to see if they could build 
a better life for themselves. 
Rising unemployment and 
prices in Scotland were all the 
spur they needed, 

His wife’s cousin arranged 
for him to train with First 
Division Kew City where 
coach Hugh Murney and team 
manager Joe Docherty are 
stationed. 

“Shuggy”’ and “‘Doc’’ were 
very impressed with the 
youngster but were unable to 
sign him because he was a 
temporary visa player, bound 
by Australian Immigration 
Department rules to play in 
either the PSL or State Lea- 


gue. 
Murney had distinguished 


himself during an eight year 
playing stint with Hakoah 
(now Hellas-Hakoah). He ad- 
vised Gray to join the Greek 
sponsored club. 

‘President of Hellas-Ha- 
koah, Jim Dimataris, is a good 
friend of mine and I know that 
young Eddie will be well 


Jooked after,’ said Murney. 


“‘Hellas-Hakoah is a step- 
ping stone to Hellas in the PSL 
and I’m very confident that 
this lad can do it. 


“‘In the past a lot of players 
from overseas came here 
toward the end of their careers 
but nowadays overseas 
players are coming here at a 
young age. That’s great. It’s 
guys like these that will make 
Australian soccer strong in 
years to come.” 


Gray sees himself best used 
as an attacking midfielder 
where he can find room to 
come forward from deep posi- 
tions: He also has played on 
the left wing so Hellas-Hakoah 
coach Jim Adam has a couple 
of options open when planning 
where best to use his exciting 
new signing.
